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Friends of the Army Medical Library 


Two years ago the American Library Association published an informal booklet 
containing under one cover, the plans, forms and other materials which had been 
used by groups of people who are interested in befriending libraries. The work of 
assembling the information had begun as far back as 1935, and at the time of pub- 
lication more than 100 groups of friends had organized in 34 of the States of the 
Union. Acting upon the information contained in the booklet, the "Friends of the 


Army Medical Library" came into being as an organization. 


Many of our members may be glad to know that our group not only becomes the 
first to represent a medical library, but it is also the first one ever to be con- 
nected with a Federal institution, a new departure indeed. One might ask, why 
should a Government supported institution have friends? The answer might be that 
a library has no alumni, and even if its staff is the most loyal in the world it 
is neither large enough nor permanent enough to make possible, in the traditional 
sense of the term, what we may call esprit de corps. There should be a body of 
devoted individuals who see in it the spirit of service and worth while accom- 
plishment. From such a disinterested group the library will profit by the friend- 


ly advice and criticism it receives, 


fhe purposes of university and college groups are generally the same: to con- 
stitute a company of alert persons to discover idle books in private libraries; 
duplicate copies which have been read by the owner and can be spared; large num- 
bers bf books in special fields perhaps by one member of a family in which other 
members are not interested, and so on. The Army Medical Library Friends are not 
unget to make this their prime purpose, but the Library will be appreciative of 
any action taken in this direction, because its appropriated funds are necessar- 


ily limited and can seldom be applied to the purchase of collections of rare items, 


Thus far no social activities have beer suggested such as are found in many 
of the other associations formed, but the Executive Committee at some time in the 
future, perhaps when the new Library becomes a reality, ventures to hope that 
some sort of “get together" may be arranged. The dedication of the new building 
would be an excellent opportunity for us to get acquainted personally and to make 


ourselves individually articulate, 


As mentioned in the Current List, an invitation to enroll as a Friend of the 
Army Medical Library was sent to about 2800 persons believed to have an interest 
in the wider use of the resources of this Library. There must be many others who 
would be willing to lend their support to this undertaking if they knew about it, 
and your cooperation is earnestly requested in sending in the names of persons 


whom you think may be interested in joining this organization,
